Washington, Jan. 20.—Three Froncli 
warships are now off the Venezu elan 
coast prepared to deliver the answer 
of P'ru nce to President Castro’s treat­ 
ment of M. Taigny, the French repre­ 
sentative at Caracas, by a naval dem­ 
onstration in Venezu elan waters. Two 
additional warships will join them as 
soon as they can mak e the trip across 
the Atlantic. 
Until the demonstration 
has been initiated the French govern­ 
ment will share with the presidt nt and 
Secretary K« w>t tin' k nowledge of the 
exact form which this expression of 
its displeasu re at President Castro's 
action will tak e. 


T h e r e ’s M o r e T r o u b le A h e ad . 
Meantime the delicacy of the situ a­ 
tion at Caracas is greatly increased 
by news which has recently reached 
here from the Venezu elan capital re­ 
garding the attitu de President Castro 
now appears to he assu ming toward 
Ru ssell, the United States 
minister. 
Unless this attitu de is radically modi­ 
fied it may be necessary to dispatch 
a United States warship even nearer 
the Venezu elan coast than has already 
been planned. 
President Castro will 
be given to u nderstand that any treat­ 
ment of a United States representa­ 
tive su ch as that accorded M. Taigny 
will not be tolerated by the Washing­ 
ton government. The only cau se which 
can be assigned here for 
President 
Castro’s coolness toward Ru ssell 
is 
that the former insists u pon regarding 
as personal rather than official 
the 
efforts which Ru ssell, acting u nder in­ 
stru ctions from Washington, lias made 
to assist a peacefu l settlement of the 
Franco-Venezu elan trou bles. 


A p o lo g y T o l ie D e m an d e d . 
France has adopted a simple 
pro­ 
gramme for lier treatment of the Vene­ 
zu elan situ ation. 
It provides for an 
Immediate and comprehensive apology 
by President Castro for ins treatment 
of M. Taigny, which treatment 
the 
Paris officials 
regard as "insu lting” 
and “Intolerable.” 
Until this apology 
is made discu ssion of tho claims and 
other grievances which 
France 
has 
against Venezu ela will be withheld. 
The French government regards 
the 
action of President Castro's agents in 
La Gu ayra in refu sing to permit M. 
Taigny to retu rn ashore after he had 
boarded a French liner as an act of 
war. 
France demands that her repre­ 
sentative shall receive the same treat­ 
ment at Caracas as is given the Vene­ 
zu elan representative at Paris. 
Castro Intercepting Dispatches? 
In continu ance of the policy rigidly 
adhered to M. Ju sserand, the French 
ambassador, has k ept the Washington 
government informed at every stage of 
the cou rse to lie pu rsu ed by France in 
Venezu ela. 
It now appears that three 
Important dispatches 
containing 
in­ 
stru ctions for M. Taigny have never 
reached him. and the su pposition is 
that they were intercepted 
by 
the 
Venezu elan government. 
This is 
re­ 
garded as a very seriou s phase of the 
situ ation and will be thorou gh1.? inves­ 
tigated by Ru ssell. 
Care also will be 
tak en to insu re the delivery withou t 
interception of all dispatches to 
Ru s­ 
sell. It can beannou nced that a French 
demonstration in Venezu elan 
waters 
u nder the circu mstances will be viewed 
here with complacence.

The U nited States mail departm ent 
has Issued the following circular of in­ 
terest to farmers llvivg along the way 
of rural delivery . 
The m atter will 
undoubtedly receive the im mediate 
and constant attention of the farmers 
and will consequently assist the maij 
carriers who serve them in season and 
out of season. 
Following is the cir­ 
cular: 
“ The departm ent looks to the pa­ 
trons of the free delivery service who 
ara reoelving the benefits of tbe ser 
vice, to use their utmost personal en­ 
deavors and also to exert their influ­ 
ence w ith the road supervisors or w ith 
those officials who are responsible for 
the highway s to the end tha t the road 
traveled by the rural rarrlers may be 
alway s kept open and in such passable 
shape tha t the service can be regular­ 
ly and punctually performed. 
“ Should the regularity of the se r­ 
vice be needlessly destroy ed as the re­ 
sult; of inattention and lack of oare be­ 
stowed on the highway s the perma­ 
nent withdrawal of the delivery will 
likely result. 
‘ Rural letter carriers are requested 
toserve their routes regularly at all 
saasoDS of the y ear and in every kind 
of weather when It can be do e w ith­ 
out seriously imperiling the .. '8 or 
endangering their convey ar es or the 
United States mall which U in their 
custody . 
“ Patrons should 
clear away the 
snow drifts so that carriers can drive 
up to and reach boxes from their 
vehicles w ithout dismounting. 
“ It is not a part of the carrier’s 
duty to break out the roads after a 
s. vere storm .”
